SURVEYOR  AND  WATDR  ENGINEERS'  REPORT 

19U6. 

^./aTER  supply. 


The  supply  to  the  consumers  vms  medntained  throughout 
19U6  without  having  to  resort  to  curtailment  during  night  time. 
The  yield  was  sufficient  to  meet  the  demand. 

Water  pumped  from  the  springs  and  wells  at  the  Greenbottom 
Pumping  Stating  amount  to  1141,500,000  gallons,  giving  an 
average  daily  consumption  of  385,997  gallons.  This  is  an 
increase  of  5U,000  gallons  daily  over  the  consumption  in  19145* 

In  19146  the  daily  consumption  per  head  of  the  population  served 
was  22.75  gallons. 

Two  small  extensions  of  the  Council’s  water  mains  v/ere 
carried  out  during  the  Year,  these  being 

1.  Reddings  Lane,  Littledean,  and 

2.  Batts'  Lane,  Morse  Road,  Drybrook. 

No  further  vovis.  w<.  s c .rried  out  at  the  trial  borehole  sunk 
j.n  Ruardean  Parish. 

The  Council  has  given  consideration  to  the  question  of 
participating  in  the  proposed  formation  of  the  Forest  of  Dean 
Joint  Y/ater  Board,  <-nd  detc.ils  are  being  worked  out  between  the 
Consulting  Engineers  of  the  interested  Authorities.

Sewers  and  Sewage  Pur  if  on  V/orks» 

The  whole  of  the  sewers  in  the  Council’s  aree  have 
functioned  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

The  Sevifage  Purification  Works  at  Littledean,  Mitcholdean, 
and  Soudlcy  (East  Dec.n)  functioned  fairly  satisfactorily 
hut  the  question  of  the  dispoetl  of  sludge  has  not  yet  been 
efectively  dealt  with. 

Housing. 

Of  the  I3U  existing  laouses  controlled  "by  the  Council, 
ail  are  in  need  of  some  rep.  ir  and  re-decorction.  Owing 
to  the  lack  of  materials,  however,  only  extremely  urgent 
vjork  has  "been  carried  out. 

Six  Swedish  Timber  Houses  (four  at  the  Pludds,  and  tv/o 
at  Townsend,  Mitcheldean)  are  in  course  of  erection,  as  are 
three  traditional  houses  at  Cilver  Street,  Littledean,  all 
of  v^hich  should  he  completed  early  in  19U7* 

Housing  by  private  enterprise  is  still  severely  restricted 
and  since  J^ine  1947  it  has  not  been  possible  for  the  Council 
to  grant  any  licences  for  houses  by  pricate  enterprise 

Prior  to  June,  however,  two  such  licences  were  granted 
and  the  work  is  proceeding  on  both  dwellings.
